STANDARD GARDEN VARIETIES OF CYMBIDIUM ORCHIDS 
Te first part of our price list is devoted to the well known standard 


garden varieties of Cymbidium as apart from propagations of individual 
fine hybrids. The latter are given in a separate list further on with brief 
descriptions of each. 


A Cymbidium plant consists of a group of pseudo-bulbs and each variety 
we list is priced per bulb. Dormant bulbs carry half price and a flowering 
sized plant consists of anything from four bulbs up. 


The price shown below is the minimum for that particular variety. This 
is because plants of the same name vary tremendously in color, size and 
form and when a plant is in flower and displays quality well above average, 
the price is naturally increased somewhat over the base figure quoted below. 
Flower spikes and sprays of buds carry a minimum price of $2.00 each. 
Here again this is increased moderately when the quality of the flower is 
higher.
